too municipality. Tlio matter ot" quantity 
does not Cguro so largely as the quality, 
and just how much of the discussion ia 
due to a desire to get at the facts and how 
much is tho outgrowth of quite recently 
established competition is a problem that 
I, ai a Counciltnim-at-large representing 
with my aaauciutea the whole citj, will en- 
deavor to aolvo, or, at least, throw some 
light upoc. 


In my judgment, ovory city having a 


population equaling that of Oakland should 
own and operate her own water works, but 
this, in our case, being next to impossible 
of consummation in the near future, it is 
scarcely worth while devoting time to its 


water to 
and will insist upon having. It is the 
duty of Mayor Davic, and I ain confident 
IB will faithfully discharge it, to select a 
Health Officer who will hew to tbe line, let 
the chips fall where they may. 


We arc 00,000 people—too many to sub- 


mit to impositions from any water com- 
pany, no matter what Its name, ago or 
standing. Let us have justice and fair 
treatment. I am most decidedly in favor 
of a thorough nualyzation of the • water 
supplied by the two companies, and I shall 
insist that 
this analysis be made by 


gentlemen, about whose competency and 
impartiality Ihuro can be no question. 
Let there be shown neither fear nor favor, 
and when all tho facto In regard to tho 
water are placud before the people they 
will thon be enabled to act advisedly and 
wisely. 


There is a strong and widespread preju- 


dice against the Contra Costa Witter Com- 
pany. It was incorporated on tho 23th of 
J une, 1800, and it hold a monopoly from 
that date until the advent of the Oakland 
Water Company a low months ago. I be- 
lieve it supplied tbe most inferior quality 
of water over iinposod upon a community, 
and I am sura it charged a hiiihorrate than 
paid by any other city in the United States.
